WASHINGTON,, Oct. 13.—President 
_Coolidge’s Admjnistration is determined 
to enforce the “dry” law, Prohibition 
Commissioner Heynes declared in an 
address here today before the Citizer- 
ship Conference, whith opened a threc- 
day* meeting to devise plans to rally 
public sentiment behind enforcement uf 
H the Volstead ‘law. 

“This Administration ig four-squared 
for effective enforcement,” Mr. Haynes 
declared. ‘‘We ali know how valiantly 
President Harding supported and spon- 
sored it. No less whole-hearted is 
President Coolidge’s position on law en- 
forcement. Attorney General Daugh- 
erty’s position is always well known. The 
report of the Attornely’ General recently 
made to President. Coolidge, covering 

i the activities of the Department of Jus- 
tice, shows that department is in dead 
earnest in .the prosecution of violators 
of the prohibition laws.'’ 

The Commissioner asserted that ils 
forces had experienced the most diffi- 
culty in enforcing the dry -law in the 
States of the Hastern seaboard. Others 
on the program spoke in the same vein.

An annual saving of more than $500,- 
000,000 and 50,000,000 tons of coal to 
the users of electricity in the New Eng- 
land and Middle Atlantic States could 
be made on an investment of $1,250,000,- 
000 by the establishment of a compre- 
hensive ‘“‘super-power’’ system, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover told 
the Chairmen of the Public Service Com- 
missions of eleven States at a confer- 
ence yesterday /in the Engineering So- 
cieties Bpliding, 25 East Thirty-ninth 
Street. 

By developing readily accessible watér 
power and by providing a high-power 
transmission system: regardless of State 
lines, Mr. Hoover declared, more power 
could be developed more cheaply and 
with a more even, dependable flow. 

To, carry out such a program the 

co-operation’ of the States is. needed 
through action by their Legislatures. 
Mr. Hoover assured the delegates to 
the conference, which was the first 
tangible step toward putting the plan 
into effect, that it was a preliminary 
conference, called with the approval of 
President Coolidge, to discuss how tie 
State and Federal authorities might co- 
operate. Mr. Hoover made it clear that 
the platt was designed to bring about 
the co-ordination and expansion of pri-

Probably six to eight square miles of 
country have been burned over and 
numerous Handsome residences, some 
the homes of Basterners, are destroyed. 

Scores of these magnificent country 
places were in the direct path of the 
flames, driven by the gale, and the in- 
mates barely had time to flee with their 
lives, with no opportunity to. save any 
of their ‘valuables.

and one of England, history will be 
augmented ‘But not made, for match 
races are ds‘old as the turf. The horses 
ef Europe have.met time after time and 
on more than one occasion an American 
entry has challenged the best fields in 
Engiand and has won. Numerous are 
the instances in which a horse from the 
United States has captured the major 
etakes and-purses of England, but never 
have the.best.of the two countries met 
in a match race. Events which em- 
bodied the match element have been 
held between this country and Europe, 
but in the strict intepretation of the 
word a match race has yet to be run. 

Interest In the approaching event, with 
fits stake of $100,000, the largest for 
which two horses have ever met, is more 
widespread than was manifested in any 
other match, but it does not surpass the 
tenseness*with Which spectators viewed 
many classics of the past. 

Two of the most famous match races 
ever held in this gountry, according to 
close students of the turf, were those 
between Lecomte’ and Lexington, run 
over the Metaire course at New Orleans 
in 1854 and 1855. 


Lecomte Takes Lead. 


The first time that Lecomte and Lex- 
ington met there Was an ideal racing 
day. The course was set at four miles 
and both horses were admittedly fast 
at the distance. They left the starting 
post with Lecomte. slightly in the lead. 
The positions were unchanged at the 
three-mile mark. On entering the fourth 
mile the leader opened a gap that 
caused Lexington’s supporters to gasp, 
but on the backstretch the Southern en- 
try closed fast and attempted to take 
the lead. His effort was immense; the 
spectators were wild with excitement 
and hopes ran high with Lexington’s 
backers. The horse tried his best but 
his supreme effort was ineffectual. The 
spur was freely used to induce him to 
do what his backers claimed for him, 
that he‘ was ‘the fastest horse in the 
world at a brush, but Lecomte held 
the lead. The great effort exhausted the 
Southern horse and he lost the race by 
gix lengths. 

The ever widening gap fired Lecomte 
to greater effort and he crossed the 
line in 7:26, thereby sdtting a new 
world’s record. The horse stood the 
race well and cooled out in satisfactory 
shape. His backers were loud in their 
praise and they were once more chal- 
lenged by the Lexington enthusiasts, 
who still ingisted.that their horse was 
the fastest horse in the world, They 
were so certain of this that they asked 
for a match race and in the following 


year oné was granted. Again the horses |} 


met on the old- Metaire track and again 
they were off to a flying start. Lexing- 
ton was clearly the better this time and 
crossed the line in 7:23%, breaking

Zev 
was last weighed at Saratoga in Au- 
gust, where he tipped the scales at 
1,070 pounds, which is more than ‘the 
average for a three-year-old in train- 
ing. Papyrus weighs 1,040 pounds.

No American horse has ever gone to 
England or any other country, except 
Canada, for the express purpose of com- 

ting in a match race, but there have 
eon many horses sent to the British 
Isles to take part in the principal races 
there. Just when the first horse went, 
and who he was, is not known, but the 
fact is not of great importance, as the 
first American entries sent abroad were 
not of the owen ane their successes were 
admittedly mediocre. 

Parole wae the first American horse 
to bring England to the realization that 
racers from America were of a high 


. In 1877 a match between. Ten 
Secauk, which had established an envia-

rd on Chicago tracks, and Parole 
was arranged. The event was held at 
Pimlico and settled for that year at 
least the supremacy of the Hast over the 
West, for Parole won fly.

On the trip across, 
which in those days was hazardous on a 
thoroughbred, as there was no manner 
of making a horse as comfortable as 
Papyrus was on his trip from England 
to New York, Duke 0o enta was 
taken ill with influenza and his racing 
days were over. 


Burden Falls on Parole. 


The burden, for such every one thought 
it was for a horse the age of Parole, 


bof carrying the American colors then 


fell on Parole. He did well in the first 
few minor events, and when the starter’s 
drum rolled for the Newmarket Handi- 
cap in 1879 Parole was first to leap 
ahead. The famed Isonomy of England 
pressed him hard and soon the race 
was between these two alone. Parole 
won, and won decisively. 

A horse that attracted as much atten- 
tion in this country as did Parole was 
Longfellow. He was so large, almost 
17 hands high, and so unraly that his 
training was not started until he was 
three years old. He was bred by John 
Harper, at the Nantura Stud of Ken- 
tucky. His first big race was the Mon- 
mou Cup, run over two and a half 
miles at Long Branch. He was an easy 
victor, his stride of more than twenty- 
five feet carrying him along at a fast 
pace. This victory of the four-year-old 
was scored in 1871 and immediately at- 
tracted the attention of the owner of 
Harry Bassett, then hailed champion of 
the Bast. In 1872 Longfellow was chal- 
lenged to a match ~ Harry Bassett, 
but it was refused, with the statement, 
however, that the,Kentucky giant would 
run in the Monmouth Cup event in July, 
and ‘‘would enjoy ve much meeting 
the champion of the Hast on that oc- 
casion.”’ ' 

A side bet of $30,000 was at stake on 
Cup day, and the thousands of spectators 
who came_by every possible mode‘ of 
transvortation saw the start of what ap- 

red to be a close and hard race. The 
orses were neck and neck for the first 
eighth, but the Kentucky giant slowly 
opened up a lead.

Much attention was attracted by 
the Domino-Dobbins match held on the 
same track in 1893. is event, with a 
10,000 ‘side purse, ended in a dead heat.

ZTEV-PAPYRUS RAGE 
MAY DRAW $475,000 


100,000 Persons Expected to 
Pay Record Gate Receipts 
for International Race. 








GREAT DEMAND FOR SEATS 





Sixty Per Cent. of Reserved Tickets 
_ Sold and Advance Sale Totals 
More Than $200,000. 





With an advance sale of more than 
$200,000 and with every indication of a 
sell-out, the $100,000 international race 
between Papyrus, the English Derby 
winner, and Zev, American champion 
three-year-old, is expected to’ draw the 
largest gate in the history of the Amer- 
ican turf. Already the advance sale has 
surpassed that for any previous turf 
classic, and according to estimates of 
officials of the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation, which is promoting the race, 
close to 100,000 persons will pay gross 
receipts of about $475,000. It was said 
that this will represent the largest 
crowd, as well as the greatest receipts 
for a horse.race in America. 

More than 60.per cent. of the: reserved 
seats have beensold, it was stated at 
the offices of the Westchester Racing As- 
sociation! One official said fhat it was 
impossible at this time to give out any 
accurate data on the advance sale, but 
he said it was the greatest the associa- 
tion has ever experienced. He said a 
check-up on the various offices at which 
tickets are being sold would be made 
early this week and that it is believed 
that virtually every reserved seat would 
be sold before the day of the race. 

The tickets now on sale are for the 
$22 and $11 seats, and the demand for 
them has been exceedingly heavy. The 
$5 tickets for admission to lawn and 
paddock will not go on sale until 
Wednesday. There also have bten many 
requests for these. The’ infield admission 
at $1.50 will be sold only at Belmont 
Park on Saturday. 

Based on the forecast that all the re- 
served seats and many $5 tickets will 
be sold before Saturday, the advance 
sale alone will total close to $400,000. 
Such gigantic advance receints fer a 
horse race are without precedent. Only 
two sporting évents in recent. years have 
surpa this advance one heing the 
Carpentier-Dempsey fight, which had an 
advance sale of $800,000, and the other 
the Dempsey-Firpo fight. which bad an 
advance sale of more than $1,000,000.

Zev willbe saddled on Saturday after- 
noon for the greatest race of his career 
by as finished a horseman as this 
country has ever known. Samuel. C. 
Hildreth, the trainer of Zev and other 
horses of the Rancocas Stable, is 58 
years old and came by the knowledge 
of his chosen profession naturally, his 
father having. been an old-time horse- 
man, racing and training a. stable in the 
Middle West for many years, 

In his early days Sam was the rider 
for “the stable, but, like most boys, be- 
came too heavy, for the saddle. But his 
experiences as a jockey have assisted 
materially in. gaining his success. Al- 
though he rode for other, stables than 
that of his father, he desired to get 
into business for himself, and after a 
short apprenticeship in the establish- 
ment of Walter B. Jennings, Hildreth 
bought a few horses on his own account 
and raced with some success west of 
the Mississippi: He ajso gained a 
knowledge of farriery, which has been 
of great value to him in his work. 

It was not until the early nineties that 
Hildreth was seen in the_ East, when 
he brought a small stable of platers to 
Guttenburg, where he at once attracted 
attention.

Basil Jarvis was 37 years 
old jast Thursday, the day that Papyrus 
showed to the American public that he 
is the sort of_a thoroughbred to expect 
in the winner of the Epsom Derby. 

Basil Jarvis was 14 years of age and 
weighed 85 pounds when he rode his 
first race. He had a fair measure of 
ecuccesg as a jockey, his first winning 
mount being on Shilitoe; but being above 
the average in physique, he became too 
heavy for the saddle and took to train- 
ing. His first winner, Honolulu, which 
scored at Liverpool, was ridden by the 
American jockey, Danny Maher, who 
Was as great a public favorite in Eng- 
land at that time as Steve Donoghue is 
today. 

Papyrus is the best horse that Mr. 
Jarvis has ever trained, though Perios- 
teum, winner of the Ascot Gold Cup and 
other fine races, was @ good one 
also.

Donoghue was born on Nov. 8, 1884, 
at Warrington in Lancashire of Irish 
parents. None of his people had ever 
been connected with horses, but little 
Steye, while he was working half-time 
in the. wire works, devoted his spare 
hours to learning the rudiments of a 
profession -in which he has been a most 
conspicuous success. ~° 

At 13 years of age he ran away from 
home and presented himself before the 
poted trainer. John Porter at Chester. 
Mr. Porter, after some reluctance, gave 
the lad a chance. In his first race in 
1903 he was ‘beaten a neck. He was 
successful the second time he rode, thus 
equalling Sande’s record in that respect. 
Donoghue rode in France in the latter 
part of 1903 and relates with a twinkle 
in his eye how he was soundly spanked 
by George Dodd when he lost a race on 
Iris at Longuelieme. 

It was 
Richard Croker for the first time. He 
attached himself to the stable of the ex- 
Tammany chieftain and won numerous 
good races in his colors 
John Thompson as the leading ockey in 
that country, where he headed the list 
for three years. Then followed a perio! 
of free lancing, during which he rode in 
France, Belgium and Ireland, “living on 
boats and trains,’’ to his own lan- 
guage. { 

Rides Pommern te Victory. 


His first Derby winner was Sol Joel’s 
Pommern. It was a war Derby, run at 
Newmarket instead of Epsom. His next 
victory in that great classic was 
achieved on Mr. Fairie’s Gay Crusader, 
“‘a good horse,’’ as Steve remarked in 
telling of the race. Humorist, owned by 
J. B. Joel, was the next great horse he 
piloted to victory at Epsom. Then came 
Lord Woolavington’s Captain Cuttle in 
1922, to be followed by Benjamin Trish's 
Papyrus in 1923. Humorist, Captain 
Cuttle and Papyrus made a trio in suc- 
cessive years that brought him the gold 
spurs which have been the reward for 
such an achievement ever since 
became an institution in England. 

While Donoghue is ex gly proud 
of winning five Derbys, he takes great- 
er satisfaction in the fact that he was 
sent for by the King and congratu- 
lated after he had finishted first with 
Captain Cuttle. 

Donoghue has led the English jockeys 
the past t Ps ome and he was 
in the en he sailed -for the 
United States on board the Olympic last 
Wednesday. He is a sort of — 
idol with the racegoing public. ‘e is 
a frequenter of the music halls, thea- 
tres, restaurants and other places of 
amusement nightly and is known to 
everybody. No matter how late he may 
be UP. however, he is on hand in the 
morning for exercise gallops or trials, 
which frequently take place at New- 
, ge some sixty-six miles from Lon- 

on. 

Nature gave Donoghue a gpd 
which has enabled him to keep at riding 
weight without reducing. In this re- 
spect he is like few jockeys, most of 
whom have to.deny themselves the good 
things of life in order to scale the reg- 
ulation weights. He can ride at 108 at 
any time and frequently has faken 
mounts at 103 pounds. 


Is Popular in France. 


The British rider talks and writes well 
and is a keen student of human nature. 
He has a faculty of knowing what is 
going on all through every race in 
which he takes part, not only as far as 
his own mount is concerned, but those 
of the other boys. Because of this fac-+ 
ulty, owners and trainers respect. his 
opinion to a degree that would not be 
understood in this country. .

It 
was in}'this instancésespecially a. relief 
‘to be caught up in the general feeling 
And. to becorie part of_it, a thing not 
always possible to, or desirable for, the 
professed critic; whose business it. often 
is to remain a little aloof from the tide 
of enthusiasm, and sometimes. to steer: 
his course against it. «| 7 

The London String Quartet is known 
in its own country as one’of the best of 
English chamber music organizations. I 
might have felt some’ restraint in com- 
mending it here: It was a relief, there- 
fore, to find the New York publie com- 
mending it to me, showing a keener 
avidity for its music than the’ London 
public is apt to. show, proving to the 
visitor that the English appreciation of 
this quartet is not based on any local 
bias. 

Three works were set down in this 
program and ‘they were added to by en- 
core’ pieces of no great consequence #- 
yond the fact that they showed the 
audience to Be for more. De; 
bussy’s quartet in G minor came first 
and was played with extraordinary fin- 
ish and delicacy. One can imagine a 
very different reading of it, and, indeed, 
certain French quartet parties who may 
be considered as authoritative adopt a 
more trenchant style. The London 
String Quartet made every detail so 
smooth, each pizgicato note of the sec- 
ond vement.so bell-like in tone, ana 
smooth, -each pizzicato note of the sec- 
tion to so much of the whole work that 
one began to be afraid lest Debussy 
should called pretty,. and to feel con- 
scious that there is not quite enough 
rhythmic vitality in the musical design 
to last out the four movements. . 

Between the Debussy and Beethoven's 
Rasoumowsky Quartet in F (Op. 59, No. 
1), which was the chief event of the 
afternoon, the phantasy in D major by 
H. Waldo Warner, the viola player of 
the quartet, was given. It is a work 
which jas been much played in Eng- 
land, and is one of the Baa cay of the 
movement started by . -W. Cobbett 
some years ago for the encouragement 
of chamber music ssiapee in the form of 

single movemen 
* Mire Cobbett offered’ a: number of 
prizes to. British composers for phan- 
tasy quartets and other combinations of 
instrumental music, and, unlike. many 
attempts of the kind, his effort went 
further than the momentary competi- 
tion it aroused. It started a literature 
te which most of ‘the younger English 
composers have contributed something, 
though ‘hot all thei. productions have 
been equally valuable or permanent. It 
wag recalled that the old English com- 
osers of the Elizabethan era initiated 
the string quartet by their “fancies 
written for cohsorts of viols, and the 
English love a precedent. Not that that 
in itself, any more than the offer of 
prizes, would have created a literature 
of ‘‘Phantasies,”” but a conjunction of 
these circumstances, combined with the 
modern desire to break away from the 
established four, movement form, was 
favorable. as 

Waldo Warner’s ‘‘Phantasy’’ is very 
pleasant music though not. strikingly 
original in design or in subject mat- 
ter. It is built largely on a principal 
‘theme which carries a suggestion of 
Richard Strauss in the more gracious 
mood of his earlier tone poems. It is 
well developed, with a charmingly genti- 
mental middle section and a rathér. too 
obvious. recapitulation. What makes 
it everywhere. ble, as it was 
with yesterday’s audience, however, is 
the fact that the composer has the 
string-player’s unerring sense of what 
will be effective on the strings, and the 
party of which he is a member have 
polished his effects to transparency. 

The quartet party which should show 
only a, sense of effect in playing Bee- 
thoven would not deserve the applause 
which was. given to the London String 
Quartet on this occasion. It is ause 
they have really studied Beethoven, 
studied him’ whole and in detail, that 
they have earnéd the position they hold. 
They. haye repeatedly given the whole 
series of his quartets in their sets of 
concerts and have shown themselves to 
be serious musicians in the task. In 
their performance yesterday they cer- 
tainly went further than when they last 
plafed the Beethoven quartets in Lon- 
don. It was a performance in which 
one could forget the players in the music 
and no artist-tan wish for a better fate 
than tobe so forgotten.

Ex-Justice Collected $57,500 
From Consolidated Gas, Which 
Was Reduced by Half. 


BANTON REQUESTS ADVICE 


Total Fees of $118,000 Were Ap- 
. proved by Gilbert’s Partner, Fed- 
eral Judge Julius M. Mayer. 


District Attorney Joab H. Banton yes- 
terday made public a letter which he 
had sent to Corporation Co:msel George 
P. Nicholson, asking Mr. Nicho!son’s 


‘| advice as to the. District Attorney’s 


status regarding the failure of Abraham 
S. Gilbert, formérly a Justice of the 
State Supreme Court, to return $28,750 
to, the Consolidate1 Gas Company. The 
United States Supreme Court ruled six- 
teen months ago that the fees Mr. Gil- 
bert had received from the company 
were excessive, 

Judge Julius M, Mayer of the Federal 
Circuit Court had awarded Mr. Gilbert 
a total of $118,000 in fees from eight 
-gas companies in this city in compen- 
sation for his services as al Master 
in litigation instituted’ by the Attorney 
General of this, State and the District 
Attorney of this county over the consti- 


tutionality of the Public Service Com- 
mission A abrogating the 80-cent gas 


law. 

Mr. Gilbert, who was ue egg f a law 

artner of Judge Mayer, filed in May, 

920, a report in the local Federal court 
sustaining the contention of the sas 
companies that 80 cents a thousand 
cubic feet. was confiscatory and that 
the 80-cent gas law was in_controven- 
tion of the Federal Constitution and the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 

Judge Learned Hand in the Federal 
court concurred in the Special Master's 
findings, ‘but did not fixe a rate. Imme- 
diately after Judge Hand made this de- 
cision in February, 1921, the Consoli- 
dated Gas mpany raised its rate to 
$1.50 a thousand cubic feet, but later re- 
duced it to $1.25. 

After Mr. Gilbert’s fees had. been paid 
at $118,000, the Corporation Counsel of 
this city, acting as solicitor for the Dis- 
trict Attorney, appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court, which reduced 
the fees awarded by Judge Mayer by 
one-half, saying that the compensation 
was fifteen times the salary of a Fed- 
eral District judge and eight times that 
of a Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court. In his. letter to Corpora- 
et Counsel Nicholson, Mr. Banton 
sai< 

‘The allowance made to the Master 
for his services in connection with the 
Consolidated Gas Company case amount- 
ed to $57,500. This allowance, was re- 
duced by the Supreme Court of the 
United States to one-half that amount, 
namely, $28,750. ‘The allowances in all 
of the other cases in which Mr. Gilbert 
acted as Special Master were likewise 
reduced by the Supreme Court. 

“The total allowances, pursuant to 
the decree of the District Court, were 
paid to the Special Master by the vari- 
ous defendant gas com fes, includin: 
the Consolidated Gas Company. 

“It has just come to my attention that 
the Special Master has not returned to 
the onsolidated Gas Company the 
amount which the Supreme Court of the 
United States required that he should 
return, namely, $28,750, but that the 
Consolidated Gas Company, though more 
than sixteen months has elapsed since 
the judgment of the Supreme Court was 
rendered, is carrying this item as an 
account receivable on its books.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13, — Henry 
Ford’s plan of profit sharing on the De- 
troit, Toledo and Ironton Railroad,

The company will undertake to invest 
the money received from its employes 
for additions and betterments. It must 
pay a return upon the certificates an- 
annually which will be made from “a 
special appropriation of net éarnings,” 
according to the contract. 

In no event is the amount paid on the 
certificates to exceed 25 per-cent of the 
net earnings of the system, and the 
amount will be paid only if the board 
of directors of the company consider 
the action warranted.

44 Years on Staten Island, 
Started Under Vanderbilt. 


Captain William Cole, the oldest ferry- 
boat captain in point of service on the 
Staten Island Municipal Ferry, made 
his last trip yesterday afternoon at 4 
o’clock and retired on pension: at his 
own application after forty-four years 
of active work. 

Captain Cole, -who lives with his 
mother at 208 Norwood Avenue, Cris- 
ton, S. I., first entered the ferry service, 
then. ownéd by Commodore Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, when he was 17 years old, 
as @ coal shoveler at the pier. Captain 
Jacob Vanderbilt took an ‘interest in 
Cole and he rose until in 1887 he hecame 
captain of the Southfield. 

One of Captain Cole’s most notable 
trips was on the morning of March 12, 
1888, the day of the re blizzard. A 
number of bankers and brokers suid they 
had to get to New York ahd against all 
advice, Cole. made the. trip. It took 
seven hours instead of the usual twenty- 
five minutes, and his passengerr gave 
him a gold ring and a cane as a tribute 
to hig riper : 

Captain Cole’s last command was the 
President Theodore Roosevelt. For five 
years Captain Cole was President of the 
Staten Island Board of Education and 
when the island became part of New 
York City he was one of the first mem- 
bers appointed by Mayor Van Wyck to 
the city Board of Education.

Curiously enough the coup 
tat came, almost day for day, on the 
ennial anniversary of another pro- 
nunciamento of the same kind, dissolv- 
ing: thesCortes, which emancipated King 
Ferdinand from the subjection in which 
he was held by a small faction .of his 
subjects, and brought to a close an era 
which caused the loss to Spain of her 
American colonies and brought about 
the proclamation by Ptesident Monroe 
_ef the doctrine which Sears his name. 
If King Alfonso and his peonie have 
submitted to the pronunciamento of 
mo di Rivera, it is because they 
-realize that both the Conservative and 
Liberal Cabinets which have succeeded 
-one another with such startling rapidity 
as to destroy all belief abroad in 
the stability of the Madrid Government 
had reached the end of their tether and 
had forfeited the confidence of the na- 
ton. A radical and~ revolutionary 
chan was needed. It was impossible 
for things to be allowed to continue in 
the way that they were foins. headed 
‘straight to disaster and chaos. Of 


. eourse, those who know Spain best and 


w as impartial observers, have her 
true irnterests-at heart, would have pre- 
ferred that the savior of the situation 
had borne some other name than Primo 
‘di Rivera and that the rescue had come

military pronunciamento. For, in the

Indeed, only two years ago he was dis- 
missed from the Governor Generalship 
ef Cadiz for a speech before the Span- 
ish-American Academy of Science of in- 
tense bitterness against the Government 
of the day, which kept. him under virtual 
arrest at Madrid, ‘until a few months 
ago he was assigned to the command of 


+ Barcelona in the expectation that this 


difficult post would break his neck. 
Di Rivera as Dictator. 


It will be interesting to observe how 
Primo di Rivera will succeed in the réle 
of Mussolini, that is-to say, as-a dic- 
tator. In some respects he may be said 
to have made a good beginning by dis- 
solving both houses of the Cortes and by 
depriving the members thereof of their 
pay on the ground that they spent all 
their time in futile talk without 
accomplishing. anything constructive. 
He likewise gave orders for’ the 
suspension of- all civilian pensions. 


He found that there were over 
300 former Cabinet Ministers, some of 


whom had held office for only a few 


days, and some even for a few hours, 
figuring on the books of the Treasury as 
recipients: of considerable life. annuities. 
Indeed, these pensioned ex-Cabinet Min- 
isters were almost. numerous enough to 
fill the benches of the lower house of 
the National Parliament and were an 
obstruction to all legislation. 


has insisted upon the wholesale dis- 
missal of thousands of superfluous civil- 
ian Government officials, many of whom 
appeared at their respective offices 
only for the purpose of drawing their 
pay, for what were virtual. sinecures. 
For the present their places are to be 
taken by military officers, content. with 
their military stipend, and »whose con- 
tinuance at their posts will depend upon 
their efficiency, their correction of 
seen and. upon the slashing economies 
which they may effect. In fact, Primo 
di Rivera has inaugurated his dictator- 
ship in Spain very much on the same 
lines of radical retrenchment and reform 
as Mussolini in Italy. 

Of course, here in America there is a 
pronounced prejudice against dictator- 
ships. They are unnecessary in the 
United States, where the people are ac- 
customed to _ legislative government 
which is in keeping with the Anglo- 
Saxon traditions of their.race. But Par- 
liamentary government has been a dis- 
tinct failure in most of the Latin coun- 
tries of Europe and America, especially 
in moments of ¢risis and.emergency. 


Mether of Republics. 


The Constitution of that old-time Re- 
public of Rome, which: may be regarded 
as the mother of all republics, and 
which has served as an inspiration to all 
popular forms of national government, 
provided for the establishment of a dic- 
tatorship whenever any peril to the na- 


tion rendered such an extreme measu 
advisable. France’s prospects of victory 
in the great war appeared dim until old 
Georges Clemenceau was virtually forced 
by his“countrymen into the position of a 
dictator, especially after he had com- 
plained that his entire time and that of 
his colleagues in the Cabinet was taken 
up in answering ridiculous and indis- 
creet questions raised by legislators, in- 
stead of being able to devote themselves 
to the difficult and arduous task of ad- 
ministering the Government of the coun- 
try and conducting the war. 

David Lloyd George, also, as war Pre- 
mier, pointed out how impossible it was 
to induce 500 or 600.politicians to work 
in complete and single-minded unison for 
the safety of the nation, imparting to 
them all sorts of absolutely confidential 
news, no matter how inimical they might 
be to the Administration. Lioyd George 
realized that he was, during the war, 
guilty of many glaring violations of the 
strict letter. of the Constitution. If 
Great Britain had suffered ultimate de- 
feat “he would undoubtedly have been 
subject to impeachment. But as he was 
able to bring success to the British arms 
and victory to the empire, no one dared 
even to suggest a thing, and admitted 
that his practical usurpation of the pow- 
ers of a dictator had been a-matter of 
national -necessity. Today we have Ad- 
miral Horthy ruling as dictator in Hun- 
gary, Kemal Pasha governing Turkey in 
a similar capacity, Mussolini dominating 
the situation in Italy as dictator, and 
now Primo di Riversa in the same 
position at Madrid. 

It is difficult to say as yet whether 
Dictator Primo di Rivera is wise or not 
in his decision virtually to pour large 
militar reinforcements into Morocco, 
regardless of cost, in order te bring the 
campaign there to a’victorious conclu- 
sion. Fof while, on the one hand, a 
withdrawal of Spain from what remains 
of her colonial empire in the northwest- 


humiliating to her national pride and to 
her military prestige, on the other hand, 
much of the popular dissatisfaction with 
the late Liberal. Government, as also 
with its’ Conservative predecessors, has 
been due to their insistence in continu- 
ing to waste Spanish treasure and life 
in what can never, within the next hun- 
dred years, prove a remunerative enter- 
prise or pay!ng investment\in Morocco. 


A Protective Asseciation. 


In thus virtually denuding the king- 
dom of its garrisons, Primo di Rivera 
has announced his intention of confiding 


home, in the absence of the military, to 
a force similar to that of the Fascisti 
in Italy, composed of civilians who bear 
the name of Somaten, which sprang into 
existence in Catalonia, two or three 
years ago, as a sort of volunteer protec- 


public against the Communist and an- 
archist activities in promoting strikes. 

They are recruited from every class. of 
society,.-bound together by ties of mutual 
interest and common weal. They are 
divided, almost like a militia army, into 
divisions, brigades, regiments, bat- 
talions, companies and squads, not for 
purposes.of offense, not for purposes of 
mére: strike-b ing, but in order to 
assume charge of the public utilities and 
services when the latter are suspended 
in consequence of the refusal of the reg- 
ular employes to fulfill their duties.

The, chemists of New York have just 
given a farewell dinner to Dr. CHARLES 
A: BrowNE, who has been head of the 
New York Sugar Trade Laboratory ana 
is now leaving to become head of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the, Department 
of Agriculture. By tradition this gives 
him the title of Chief Chemist of the 
United States.- It is lucky for him that 
his scholarship is broad. He immedi- 
ately will become the target for queStions 
from all over the country.

From another source he may be asked 
to tell why Aspirin dissolved in water 
will cause cut. flowers to revive and re- 
main fresh for.a considerable time if 
their stems are clipped at the ends and 
immersed in the solution. »And is he sure 
that it will do the trick? Suppose he 
figures out the answer as due to thé dis- 
sociation of sodium acetyl salicitate in so- 
lution, will that be satisfactory? .

CRUISING ON THE HIGH SEAS. 


It is not surprising that the recent 
‘eruise of the Frenchman GERBAULT across 
the Atlantic in a thirty-foot sailboat 
should, have revived: memories of Captain 
JOSH SLOCUM, who'sailed the seven seas 
in his sloop, the Spray. . The Captain | 
wrote a book of his adventures, and for - 
years his. exploits were ‘talked over in 
many a fo’castle and by many a sailor 
and yachtsman. His fate came as might 
have been expected, and probably as ‘he 
himself would have wished it. He sailed 
away one day on a cruise.and never was 
A similar fate is said to 
have overtaken another hardy -sailor, 
Captain ANDREWS, who sailed for Spain 
some thirty years ago in a boat but little 
larger than a‘dory. The story goes’ that 
he was several times capsized, and slept 
hardly at all, but he reached his. desti-’ 
nation and was hailed and.féted ‘by the 
Spaniards. Some years later, setting 
forth on a similar expedition, he disap- 
peared-and was never again heard from. 

Small boat sailing on the ocean holds 
enough adventure to excite even the most 
blasé. But only a few persons have ever 
wanted to undertake a transatlantic voy- 
age alone. ‘Not that the mere loneliness 
would necessarily be- depressing. Cap- 
tain Stocum jclaimed that after the first 
few days it passed away. But there 
must come a feeling of oppression from 
a realization of the powerlessness of a 
tiny vessel in-a heavy storm, and of the 
helplessness of a single indivMual in case 
of accident or some unexpected disaster. 
The food problem in itself is difficult, 
as also, of course, the question of, sleep.

YUGOSLAV SECRET SOCIETIES 


. At the end of the war Serbia, like 
other Balkan States, possessed a modest 
equipment. of secret societies, the best 
jmown of which was the Komitadji or- 
ganization, a blend of banditry and mili- 
tant irredentism, and the most powerful: 
the “ Unification or Death,” commonly 
kriown as “The Black Hand.” The latter 
was concerned in the murder of the Arch- 
duke FRANCIS FERDINAND at Serajevo in 
1914, and later figured in the Saloniki 
Conspiracy. The aims’of Balkan nation- 
alism have been fostered, served and 
often attained through the agency of 
such societies. .The tripartite struggle 
of Greek, Bulgar and Serb gave wide ad- 
vertisement to the Komitadji. . But when 
Serbia became the head of the Kingdom 








two or three old societies became ten or 
éleven.
